Meadow Lake to Uranium City 


An agreement has been reached between the Govern- 
ment of Saskatchewan and the newly-formed Meadow Lake- 
Uranium City Freightways Ltd., for establishing a freight 
service in the northern regions of Saskatchewan. 


Resoutces Minister J. H. Brock- 
elbank said that the company, 
which will provide service particu- 
larly in the Beaverlodge area, pro- 
poses to construct and maintain a 
road suitable. for transporting 
freight in substantial quantities. 


“The company proposes to: start 
transporting freight from the 
north end of Lake Wasekamio and 
from there in.a northerly-direction 
to the south shore of Lake Atha- 
baska,” he said. “At present they 
are concentrating théir efforts on 
a winter route and then will set 
up a summer route.” 


Mr. Brockelbank said the com- 
pany, whose officials are all busi- 
messmen in Meadow Lake, has 
agreed that by March 31, 1957, the 
road will be in a sufficient stage 
‘of completion and in suitable con- 
:dition for carrying freight in sub- 
stantial guaitstieg: and that ware- 
house service will be provided. 

The Meadow Lake-Uranium City 
Freightways Limited winter road 
will take advantage of frozen 
lakes along the route. It will cross 
ever Churchill; Frobisher and 
Wasekamio Lakes to Lloyd, Forest 
and Patterson Lakes, and over 
numerous small northern lakes to 
the south’ shore of Lake Atha- 
basea, and from there to Bushell 
and Uranium City. The summer 
route will be parallel to the lakes, 
but al] on land.
